In newly-amended independent claim 20, the phrase "arranging said 
hollow wave guide to include at least an antenna wave guide member ..." is 
indefinite and unclear in context due to the lack of clarity of the meaning of the 
word "arranging" in the context of the phrase. 

Dependent claims 21-25 are unclear in that they depend from unclear 
independent claim 20.
